This 
fund will be handled by the 
Red Cross. 

The money, to be raised by 
individual donations, will be 
used by the Guardsmen for 
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ibility, rather than the desir¬ 
ability” of the proposed proj¬ 
ect, the latter aspects were em¬ 
phasized most. 

“We are only trying to see if 
the district could bear the fi¬ 
nancial burden of the assess¬ 
ments which would result if 
the lighting system were ap¬ 
proved,” he said.

In answer to Mr. Steinberg¬ 
er and several other citizens 
who raised the same point, 
Mayor William A. Kinney said: 

“The rest of the city will be 
considered too. We’re just start¬ 
ing in the shopping center be¬ 
cause a group of property own¬ 
ers there petitioned us to form 
a special light district.” 

A letter from Florence M. 
Belohlavck objected to being 
included in the proposed dis¬ 
trict on the grounds that: 1. it 
would serve no general benefi¬ 
cial service; 2. it would violate 
her constitutional rights as a 
property owner in that it would 
confiscate private property for

City Postal 
Receipts In 
Steady Rise 


The Sierra Madre Chamber 
of Commerce this week extend¬ 
ed thanks to merchants for co¬ 
operating in the voluntary 
"parking ban” in the business 
district. 

At a meeting of the Board of 
Directors Monday night, Cham¬ 
ber President Al E. Morgan 
said cooperation by merchants 
was “outstanding” in not park¬ 
ing their cars in the downtown 
area. 

“As a result,” he said, “the 
parking problem in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre has been greatly eased.” 

Mr. Morgan asked, however, 
that businessmen and women 
continue to cooperate by keep¬ 
ing their cars on sidestreets 
and parking lots—instead of 
in the limited street parking 
spaces. 


Postal receipts continued 
their steady upward trend last 
month, with Sierra Madre Post¬ 
master Eddie D. Robertson re¬ 
porting an increase of 39.8 per 
cent over July of last year. 

He said receipts last month 
totaled $6805.31—$1924.66 more 
than the $4880.65 recorded for 
July, 1949. 

Cancellations also continued 
to mount, with 236,311 report¬ 
ed for last month, as compared 
with 186,656 concellations in 
July of last year.

The City Council informally presented a preliminary city 
budget this week, but it is too early to tell what the city tax 
rate will be. 

In completed form, the new budget is expected by Councilmen 
to be pretty much the same as last year’s. By law, the Council 
must adopt its final budget and 
set the tax rate per $100 as¬ 
sessed valuation by the end of 
August. 

The total proposed budget, 
including the water depart¬ 
ment, is $381,594—more than 
$150,000 above last year’s ac¬ 
tual expenditures of $230,378. 

This total of $381,594, how¬ 
ever, includes state and coun¬ 
ty gas tax monies totalling 
$114,710 which are to be spent 
on street reconstruction and 
will not be reflected in the 
tax levy. 

Subtracting these gas tax 
figures, the total tentative city 
budget becomes $266,884. This 
represents an increase of $36,- 
466 over actual expenditures of 
1949-50. 

The water department’s bud¬ 
get was estimated at $98,455. 

It was $74,959 in the adopted 
budget for 1949-50.

Sierra Madre went to the res¬ 
cue of Arcadia Monday night 
when that city was faced with 
an emergency shortage of 
water. 

A total 15,000 cubic feet of 
Sierra Madre water was pump¬ 
ed our neighbors to the south¬ 
east, when their pumping plant 
facilities broke down. 

City Councilman Herman 
Barter received a call from Ar¬ 
cadia city officials asking for 
our help at 7:20 p.m., and, by 
7:30, local city employees had 
connected into Arcadia’s water 
line at Grandview and Santa 
Anita Drive. 

Sierra Madre’s aid to Arcadia 
ended at 11 p.m. when an ail¬ 
ing transformer was repaired. 
During the three and one-half 
hours, this city pumped water 
into an Arcadia reservoir at a 
rate of 650 gallons a minute. 

Last year Sierra Madre 
pumped water to Arcadia on 
two or three different occasions 
when "emergency shortages" 
were experienced.

A new item in the budget is 
the uniform fund for Sierra 
Madre policemen. This item is 
budgeted for $800. 

Another two new items are 
$250 for a fire patrol and $25 
for first aid expense. Also for 
the first time this year is the 
budgeted item of $1000 for Civ¬ 
ilian Defense. Although the 
city recreation picture still is 
in a state of "flux,” a total of 
$4,810—of which $1750 still is 
from the city—has been tenta¬ 
tively earmarked for this de¬ 
partment. 

Certified assessed valuations 
for cities are expected to be is¬ 
sued by the County Auditor 
within the next two weeks. 

Date for a public hearing on 
the budget probably will be set 
at the next meeting of the City 
Council.

Mr. Matter said the new sys¬ 
tem pays attention for the first 
time to the proper matching of 
the speaker and cabinet en¬ 
closure. 

“Tests show that the finest 
louds p e a k e r available when 
placed in the incorrect cabinet 
does not perform as well as a 
low-cost speaker when correctly 
installed in a properly-match¬ 
ed cabinet,” he said. 

The system received “high¬ 
ly favorable response” when 
presented at the Radio Parts 
Show in Chicago last May. 

The partners currently are 
finishing work on a new am¬ 
plifier which they say will be 
entirely original and superior 
to existing amplifiers. It will 
be ready to go on the market 
within the next week or so, Mr. 

Matter said.

Your fire fighters live in all 
sections of the city. It is with 
great alarm that those who 
happen to be at the opposite 
side of the locality of a raging 
fire, witness the sight. 

The distance appears to be 
doubled or tripled because of 
anxiety. Driving as fast as pos¬ 
sible with safety, the agony 
piles up when you are blocked 
by the curious fire followers. 

It is readily understandable 
why a person loves to watch 
the action of fire as it creeps 
and destroys, and it must be 
very amusing to watch how the 
fire fighters attack. 

We are well aware of the 
many mistakes that are made. 
We wish we were perfect. We 
realize that from some of the 
spectators we hear only praise, 
while from others, we expect 
the opposite. It is of great in¬ 
terest to overhear the com¬ 
ments. 

It has been the experience of 
the writer to witness the fight¬ 
ing of many fires during his 
long life. Some of them were 
the battles of so-called volun¬ 
teers, others were fought by 
professionals. Unless you know 
the strategy, perhaps judgment 
should be withheld. Awkward¬ 
ness prevails. We do not fight 
fires every day, nor do we have 
occasion to put out fires each 
week. If we did— we would 
develop grace and calm. 

We prefer to fight fires be¬ 
fore they get started. There is 
not a soul who cansay we are 
not doing a good job. Every 
member of the Sierra Madre 
Fire Department does every¬ 
thing in his power to rid the 
city of fire hazards and to pro¬ 
mote fire prevention. 

. Speaking of critics—it was 
amusing to a fire fighter as he 
stood by and heard a promin¬ 
ent citizen remark that nothing 
better could be expected of a 
small town fire department. 

Actually, he was poking fun 
at one of the best fire fight¬ 
ing jobs that a fire department 
or anyone else could do. It was 
a fire that attacked between 
the ceiling and the roof. The 
fire was extinguished without 
even getting the floors wet of 
the living room beneath it. 

A fine job and a laugh to that 
critical citizen who made no 
attempt to aid a few strug¬ 
gling hard working men drag 
a very heavy hose into the lo¬ 
cale of the fire. 

Of course, if we were not 
accustomed to such unreason¬ 
able panning, discouragement 
would undoubtedly demoralize 
our fire department. So—we say 
to those who enjoy giving us 
the ‘rib,’ “Go to it!” 

The regular drill found the 
large truck in the vicinity of 
the extreme north end of Mich- 
illinda avenue. A recently-in¬ 
stalled fire hydrant close to 
the end of the street was test¬ 
ed. 

Drills are somewhat limited 
as to amount of water used 
and therefore not as beneficial. 
A goodly lot of water can pass 
through fire hose in a short 
time. Of course you knew it. 

Arriving at the scene of the 
drill, assistant Chief Norris was 
gleeful. A long lay of hose was 
required. 

Because the drill was over 
sooner than planned, George 
and his crew of adventurers 
thought a good exploration trip 
beyond the end of the road 
would be educational. They 
learned that it costs money to 
go beyond the orders of the 
Chief. The collection box at the 
meeting was greatly enhanced 
with their donation.

Climaxing three years of cen- 
tennials celebrations through¬ 
out the state, a huge pageant 
spectacle will be held in the 
world-famous Hollywood Bowl 
for five nights, beginning Sept. 


Under the banner, “Educa¬ 
tion Holds the Nation’s Fu¬ 
ture,” 890 individual schools 
and a million Southland pu¬ 
pils will be represented in an 
educational exhibit at the Los 
Angeles County Fair in Po¬ 
mona, Sept. 15 through Oct. 1. 

Practically every phase of 
educational activity will be 
represented in the exhibit. Stu¬ 
dents will demonstrate draw¬ 
ing, painting, clothes construc¬ 
tion, chemistry, ceramics, and 
many other activities. 


A new, “more individualized” 
schedule of rubbish pickup in 
Sierra Madre will be distrib¬ 
uted next month, City Engineer 
Harry H. Shatto disclosed this 
week. 

He said the new printed 
schedules will be made for spe¬ 
cific areas of the city, with the 
exact day of rubbish pickup 
indicated for each area. 


A scheduled jury trial fizzled 
out Friday afternoon when the 
complaining witness, Mrs. 
Paula Goldstrom, 420 E. High¬ 
land, asked a dismissal of the 
case. 

The trial was to have cen¬ 
tered around a boundary dis¬ 
pute between Mrs. Goldstrom 
and her neighbors on the west, 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard Young, 
406 E. Highland. 

As complainant, Mrs. Gold¬ 
strom had charged the couple 
with trespassing on her prop¬ 
erty and trying to illegally 
move and injure her fence. The 
fence controversy was reported 
by one observer to involve a 
property line question of “only 
a fraction of an inch.” 

In asking dismissal of the 
case, Pros e c u t i n g Attorney 
“Mose” Howard explained to 
Presiding Judge John C. Mead 
that Mrs. Goldstrom felt per¬ 
haps she had been wrong in 
the case, and that there “pos¬ 
sibly was an absence of mal¬ 
ice.” 

Judge Mead accepted the mo¬ 
tion for dismissal, then re¬ 
marked to the crowded court 
room: 

"I’m certainly glad to see all 
the jurors here anyway. We all 
have been inconvenienced by 
this case.” 


A letter of protest from the 
Chamber of Commerce was sent 
to Washington, D. C., last week, 
criticising the “inferior qual¬ 
ity” of lock boxes sent for in¬ 
stallation at the new Post Of¬ 
fice. 

Addressed to Assistant Post¬ 
master-General Walter Myers, 
the letter said Sierra Madre 
was “pleased with every detail 
of the new office except one— 
the lock boxes.” 

“In both design and work¬ 
manship, (they)) are far below 
the standard of high quality 
set by other appointments of 
the new office. They are much 
inferior to boxes being install¬ 
ed at other offices in the vi¬ 
cinity.” 

Chamber President A1 E. 
Morgan, signee of the letter, 
further stated: 

“We believe that functional¬ 
ly, they will prove quite un¬ 
satisfactory, since the charac¬ 
ters on the dials are very dif-' 
ficult to distinguish.” 

Last week, Postmaster Eddie 
D. Robertson sent a similar let¬ 
ter of protest to Washington, 
asking that an investigation be 
made.

After the original 70mm. film 
is taken, those with suspected 
heart abnormalities are called 
back for another 70mm. con¬ 
firmatory film. Heart special¬ 
ists have read 2931 confirma¬ 
tory films to date.
